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SCHOOL REPORT. 


To HE Crrizens or Mont Vernon: 


In presenting my annual report, I am gratified to be able to 
commend the skill and fidelity of those in charge of our schools 
the past year. And this without exception. Our district schools 
are essentially primary schools and must so remain awhile. Mc- 
Collom Institute serves the town as a Grammar and High school. 
A considerable number of pupils from 12 to 14 years of age, leave 
the common school for the Institute. The result is that the old- 
er boys and girls remaining lack companionship and very slight 
hindrances suffice to keep them from school. 

It is a fact that our youth withdraw from school at an earlier age 
than formerly, which is a mistaken fashion. Forty years since 
more than 150 scholars attended our district schools, now con- 
siderably less than two thirds that number. Then the town num 
bered between 700 and 800 inhabitants. The census of 1880, re- 
ported its population as 521. In 1844, $500.00 was the amount 
raised by the town for common schools. In 1884, including the. 
$300. voted to the Institute, $1,125 was expended by the town 
for public instruction. The entire number of pupils participat- 
ing in the educational fund of the town the last year, was 104.— 
Thus each scholar in town has received more than twice as much 
in 1884 as did the scholar in 1844. The force of this contrast is 
in part abated by the increased expenses of living and the dimin- 
ished value of the dollar. 

But in its generous outlay for schools, I am confident Mont 
Veruon would not suffer in comparison with other towns in the 
county. Cheshire occupies the front rank of New Hampshire

counties in its care and interest for its schools. Iu 1880, the ay- 

erage amount expended for each scholar in that county, was $7.60, 

only four of its twenty-three towns expended over $9.00. Mont 

Vernon expended the current year an average of $10.82 for each 

resident scholar taught, either at the Institute, or in its dis- 
tricts. ; 

Our primary schools require teachers of thorough scholarship, 
‘not less than those of higher grade. They should be qualified 
not only to teach elementary things correctly, but to awaken ideas, 
to quicken all the child’s faculties. A close observer, and one fa- 
miliar with the natural history of the neighborhood, is to be pre- 
ferred, as more apt at object teaching. To be a model teacher 
of little children, involves a rare union of qualities and attain- 
ments. 

Only a single change has been made in text books during the 
year. ‘Barnes’ New National Readers’ are being introduced in 
place of the old “Franklin Series,” which has been in our schools 
some twelve years. The subject of a change had been under con 
sideration for two years. In deciding upon a particular series, 
the committee was perplexed by the general excellence of the 
various Readers submitted for examination. 


CENTER SCHOOL. 


JAY M. GLEASON, PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE. 


Miss C. E. Cochran, of Francestown, agreeably to a vote of 
the district, was employed for the spring term. She conduct- 
ei the school with her usual success, accomplishing the best re- 
sults with each individual scholar. At the close of the term, much 
to the regret of the district, she accepted a call to a more profit- 
able and permanent school, elsewhere. She had taught here four 
successive terms, and the community had learned to place a high 
value upon her work as an educator. Miss Anna Shattuck, ‘of 
Groton, Mass,, a teacher cf considerable experience, taught the 
Fall term. She suffered from ill health while here, and on this 
account her work was not as satisfactory, either to herself or the 
district, as it might otherwise have been. She was conscientious- 
ly faithful and very thorough in her knowledge of all the branch- 
es taughf. The committee regards the term as a profitable one, 
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and the exhibit of proficiency at the close, very creditable to the 
methods of the teacher. 

Miss Addie E. Gould, of Antrim, had charge of the Winter 
term. Miss G. was trained in a Normal school, and has taught 
much and successfully. Her school made good progress, espe- 
cially marked in writing and reading. Her excellent supervision 
of her pupils during recess and while about the building, when 
the school was not in session, has not been equalled in this dis- 
trict. It is manifest that the large majority of the parents fur- 
nishing pupils, will favor her continuance here another year. 


SOUTH SCHOOL. 
H. A. HUTCHINSON, PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE. 


Miss Emma F. Trow, of Mont Vernon, who taught here the 
last Winter term, has been employed through the year. The 
Spring term closing June 14th, was kept in the old house. The 
new school house not being ready for occupancy, the commence- 
ment of the Fall term was delayed until Nov. 3rd. This 
progressed until in its seventh week, it was abruptly closed, Dec. 
24, the occasion being the presence of scarlet fever in the dis- 
trict. The school was again re-opened, Feb. 15th, and is now 
ina prosperous session. Miss F. is now in her fourth term 
of continuous service here. In teaching and managing her school, 
she has justified the opinion expressed in my last report; as a 
teacher of Arithmetic she especially excels. 

The event of the year in this district was the dedication of its 
new school house, on the evening of June 17th. The occasion 
was one of much interest, and pleasure to an assembly of about 
300 persons. The principal exercises were vocal and instrumen- 
tal music ; a historical address by the superintendent ; a poem 
by Mrs. E. D. Simpson, and “School Reminiscences” by L. B. 
Hutchinson ; the two latter now of New York, but natives of the 
South district. A bountiful supper and a social dance, conelud- 
ed the dedicatory exercises. 

The new structure is a handsome edifice, 26 ft. deep by 36. 
wide, and occupies a site a little northeast from the former house. 
Some former pupils in the district contributed handsomely to- 
wards its erection. Messrs. L. B. Hutchinson and C. M. Kit- 
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tredge and Mrs. E. D. Simpson, of New York, and Stephen 
Carlton Coburn, Esq., of Milford, from 1830 to 1840 a pupil 
here, has donated to the school a copy of Webster's Un- 
abridged Dictionary. With a new building well adapted to its 
needs and well furnished, the South district school house would 
seem to be equipped for a future as useful and honorable as has 
been its record in the past. 


EAST SCHOOL. 
J. N. M QUESTION, PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE. 


Miss Lucie S. Stiles, the faithful and accomplished teacher of 
last year, taught the Summer and had proceeded to the seventh 
week of the Fall term, when the fatal illness of her mother com- 
pelled her to relinquish it. So well known is Miss S., and so 
ighly valued as a teacher here that any words of commendation 
Would ve superfluous. Miss Nettie C. Marden, of New Boston, 
a teacher of good repute, was employed 4 weeks to carry out the 
unfinished Winter term. I was absent from town and did not 
receive notice of the close of the school. I learn that the teach- 
er was universally liked, as her reputation as a vai.uble teacher 
warranted. 

NORTH SCHOOL. 
WM. H. MARVELL, PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE. 

Miss 8. Eliza Atkinson, of Amherst, teacher both 's1mmer and 
Fall terms. This teacher's first effort, and it was a very success- 
fulone. She is ambitious to become a good teacher, and she is 
endowed with faculty for the vocation. The disi.ict quickly 
understood this and approved without a dissenting voice.— 
Rarely does a young teacher win so deserved credit 11 her first 
trial. Her work was admirably performed in instruction, dise:- 
pline, and in all the minutiz of school labor. 


WEST SCHOOL. 
HARVEY STEARNS, PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE. 


Miss Eunice A. Fox, of Mont Vernon, taught Summer and Fall 
terms. This was her first experience in teaching. What has 


been said of the teacher of the North school, apples equally to 
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Miss F. ‘She is‘acyoung lady of model deportment and high 
aims. She has the preparation that a thorough course of study 
at the Institute furnished. Her work was as it should have been 
very acceptable to the district. Called to teach in an adjoining 
district, in New Boston, in the Winter, several of her pupils 
wisely availed themselves of the opportunity to continue under 
her instruction, by becoming tuition scholars there. Should she. 
pursue teaching she cannot fail of notable success.
